AN ACT 


To Create a State E-iard of Health 


[Introduced by Mr Boardman ] 


Suction 1. 
A State Board 
of 


Health, consisting of seven practic- 
ing puyucuns, wlio are graduates of 
medical colleges of recognized re 
apeutabiluy. who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, >s hereby created 


Section 2 
i'ue members oi said 


Board of Health whall hold their omce 
for the torm of four years from the 
date of their appointment, anil uutii 
their successors are appoiated. 


Section 3. Said Slate Board of 


Health shall, upon their first meeting, 
organize riy electing one of their 
Dumber President of said Board, and 
another permanent Secretary, who 
shall resUe lu this State and be tne 
executive omcers of naid Bo,ird. 
The 


said Board suail have power to make 
their own by laws for the govern 
mem of their body. 


Section 4. Said State Board of 


Health shall meet at the Ct» >uul of 
the State at least once in six mouths, 
and otteiier if required by the written 
request of turee members thereof, 
Biguud by the President of said Board, 
•winch number shall iioustitute 
a 


quorum of suui Board, upon ten days 
notice thereof being given in souie 
public newspaper.

Eieb. member of the

State Board of Health sball take, 
subscribe, and hie wuh the Secretary 
of bime, the oath ot uihouiequired ol 
other State othoeis 


Section 6 
Tne said Board of 


Health must place themselves lu 
communication with all county hos 
piUls, alms houses, lusaae asylums, 
prisons, and all public institutions 
throughout the Sute, and shall ha\e 
general supervision of the interests 
of the health and life of 
They must make sanitary 
tious and inquiries lespecting causes 
of disease, especially epidemics and 
diseases peculiar tu this State, effects 
of localities, employments, opium, 
alcohol, aud all other causes whiou 
modify disease, and shall examine 
into the questions of seweruge, waier 
supply, iniueial waters, aud lu.iige 
nous remedies, and gather such in 
formation IQ respect tj these matters 
as they may deem proper for general 
dissemination amongst the people. 


Section 1 
Tue situ! Board of 


Health shall have supervision of the 
State system of registration of births 
aud deaths, as bereioatter provided 
anil shall make op sucu forms, uud 
recommeud such legislation as shall 
be deemed necessary for tue thorough 
registration 
of vital and uioituary 


Bttustics throughout (he State, and 
the Secretary of the Board shall be 
the superintendent of such registru 
tioa. 


Section 8 
It shall be the duty of 


all physicians, surgeons und accou 
cheurs in this State to register their 
names and postoffice address with 
the County Clerk of the County 
•where they may reside, within tuny 
days after the passage of this Act, 
aud they sball be required to report 
to the County Cleric within thirty 
d'i\s from their occurrence all births 
and deaths which may come under 
their supervision, with a certidoate 
of the causa of death and such co 
relative facts as the Board may re 
quire, in the blank forms as herein 
after provided. When any birth or 
death shall take place, no physician 
or accoucheur being ID attendance, 
the name sbaP be reported to tbu 
County Clerk withm thirty days from 
their occurrence, the former by the 
parents, the later, with the supposed 
cause of death by the Comuer 


Section 9 
It shall be the duty of 


the Board of Health to prepare such 
foiinsfor th record of births and 
deaths us they may deem necessary, 
the said forms to be fnrnixhed by the 
Secretary of the Board to the Co'unty 
Clerks of the several counties, whose 
dnty it shall be to distribute the Haul 
forms to such persona as are heiein 
required to 
nr nk*< reports, and the 


County Clerks shall be required to 
keep a fall and complete record of 
ttjH birth and deaths und report the. 
•am* to the Secretary of the Board 
of Health semi annually, or at snob 
timers the Board may direct.

uual report 111 rough their berretary, 
or otherwise, in writing, to the GOT- 


einor of this State, on or before the 
first day of January of each year, 
and such report shall include so 
much of the proceedings of the Board 
and such information concerning vi- 
tal and mortuary 
statistics, such 


knowledge respecting diseases and 
such instructions on the subject of 
Hygiene, and may be thought useful 
by the 
Board 
for 
dissemination 


among the people, with such sjggee* 
tions as to legislative action, as they 
may(deem necessary. 


Section 11 
Vacancies in said 


Board of Health, caused by members 
thereof departing from the State, or 
from any other cause, shall be filled 
by the Governor by appointment, 
after receiving notice of the vacancies 
in said Board in willing from the 
Secretary of said Board, at leant ten 
da*s after the vacancies occurred 


Section 12 
No member of the 


State Board of Healtu sh«II receive 
any compensation, except the Sec re. 
tary, who shall be paid fifty dollars 
per mouth for his services. 
But 


their traveling and other necessary 
expenses, while employed on btisi- 
ne-is of the Board, shall be pai \;pro 
nded, that the whole sum expeaded 
for salary, stationery and expenses, 
<hall not exceed th« anm of twenty 
five hundred dollars per annum, to 
be appropriated from the General 
Fund 


Section 13. Any person or persons, 


violating any ot the provisions of 
this Act, shall be deemed gnilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, Khali be fined in a sum not 
li ss than twenty, nor exceeding one 
hundred dollars or be mprisoned 111 
the County Jail tor a period ot not 
less than ten days, nor uore than fifty 
days, or by both snch fine and im 
msonme&t. 


Section 14 
All laws or parts of 


laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, ore hereby repealed. 
This Act, shall take effect immediate- 
ly after its passage.
